French and Russian forces have 
gained additional important suc- 
cesses over the armies of the cen- 
tral powers in Northern France and 
Galicia, respectively.

SITUATION AT NEWPORT.

NEWPORT (R. I.) Aug. 12.—The 
United States naval authorities are 
bending their energies to prevent 
the spread of infantile paralysis at 
the United States naval training 
school, where two cases have de- 
veloped in the last week. 

Quarantine has been ‘declared and 
the 1500 or more recruits stationed 
on Coaster Island have deen de- 
prived of shore leave privileges. 
Both cases have been traced to New 
York City, the enlfstment place of 
the afflicted marines. 

With Newport thronged with sum- 
mer visitors and with so many young 
recruits stationed at the school the 
naval authorities view the situation 
with grave concern. This fear has 
been aggravated by the fact that un- 
til they showed symptome of the dis- 
ease, both recruits were accustomed 
to spend their shore leave periods in 
Newport at the usual haunts of the 
young soldiers. 

The outbreak of the disease among 
the recruits has been kept secret 
by the naval authorities in the hope 
of preventing an infantile paralysis 
scare at Newport. 

The Atlantic fleet has been assem- 
bled outside the Newport harbor for 
some time engaged at intervals in 
the customary maneuvers. The 
schedule calls for dropping anchor 
tomorrow at Narragansett, but in 
view of developments the plans may 
be altered. Communications be- 
tween the sallors on board the fleet 
and the recruits at the school will 
be stopped for a while.

From Ber- 
lin comes the report that both sides 
of the warring factions are now 
ready to discuss peace terms. 

It is denied here that Chancellor 
Von Bethmann-Hollweg had been 
summoned to Vienna by the Emperor 
to discuss matters pertaining to the 
territory occupied by the central 
powers, especially that ef Poland. 


Enipéror Francts Jo- 
seph on terms for a separate peace 
with the central powers and i is 
for this reason that the German 
Chancellor was asked to go to Vi- 
enna. It is believed here that Rus- 
sia’s recent victories have so quieté¥ 
the populace that the Czar would 
now be safe from internal trouble if 
he were to take the initiative looking 


for separate peace, 

Petrograd dispatches of recent 
date circulated stories following 
Premier Sturmer’s appointment as 
Foreign Minister, that Russia might 
entertain proposals for separate 
peace. These stories have been defi- 
nitely denied, however, by the newly- 


appointed Foreign Minister. In this 
connection Premier Sturmer said: 

“I have learned that my appoint- 
ment is commented upon in some 
circles as forecasting a separate 
peace for Russia with the central 
powers. I desire to strengthen the 
public belief that the change in the 
post of Foreign Minister must not be 
considered in any sense an indica- 
tion of the variation of Russia from 
the line of conduct of the last two 
years toward her allies. The agree- 
ment with them will not be changed. 

“Russia considers it her duty to 
support all measures England de- 
sires to accomplish with regard to 
Germany, and I, as a tool in the 
hands of the Emperor, will do my 
best to work hand in hand with our 
allies and will strive to strengthen 
the friendship between — Eng- 
land and France 

Notwithstanding the Premier’s de- 
nial of the report it is reported here 
in high government circles that sep- 
arate peace terms for Russia are the 
subject of the conference being held 
in Vienna by Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph and the German Chancellor. 

BERLIN WANTS PEACE. 
In Berlin the talk for peace is be- 
coming daily more general and even 
the German Socialists go so far as to 
say that Germany and England are 
now ready to talk peace. The mani-

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF

could be ascertained tonight, noth- 
ing official has reached Washington 
confirmatory of the report from Pen- 
sacola tonight that the German mer- 
chant submarine Deutschland had 
been sunk by a British patrol boat 
off the American coast on August 8. 
At the British Embassy tonight the 


positive statement was made that 
the Embassy was without any in- 
formation regarding the fate of the 
Deutschiand and had no confirma- 
tion of the report attributed to an 
orderly of the confmanding officer of 
the French armored cruiser Admiral 
— which reached Pensacola to- 
ay. 
If it should be as reported, 
that the Deutschland been sunk 
by a British warship, the fact would 
probably develop a live issue be- 
tween the British and German gov- 
ernments relative to the right of a 
warship to sink an unarmed mer- 
chant vessel that does not resist. The 
understanding here has been that the 
German government would challenge 
the right of any of the Belligerents 
to sink the Deutschland unless that 
vessel when sighted and challenged 
should try to escape, in which event 
it would run the risk of any other 
merchant ship. 


GERMAN CONTENTION. 


Unless the Deutschland offered re- 
sistance or tried to escape the Ger- 
man government will contend, it is 
asserted, that international law was 
violated. On the other hand, it ts 
expected that the contention of the 
British government would be that 
a submarine attempting to submerge 
would be regarded as trying to es- 
cape and held to be subject to attack. 
It also would be the British conten- 
tion that it would be difficult to de- 
termine whether a submarine flying 
the German flag was engaged on a 
triendly or belligerent cruise, 

The Admiral Aube, which arrived 
at Pensacola today, will be treated 
by the United States government un- 
der the same rules of international 
law which were tnvoked in the case 
of the “erman auxiliary cruisers 
Eitel Friederich and other German 
vessels now interned in American 
ports. The Admiral Aube would be 
required to leave Pensacola within 
twenty-four hours unlegs in need of 
repa'rsa or coal.

Place me before a jury of 
my own countrymen, be it Prot- 
estant or Catholic, Unionist or Na- 
tionalist, Sinn Feineach or Orange- 
man, and I shall accept the verdict 
and bow to the statute and all its 
penalties. 

That, my Lord, is the condemna- 
tion of English rule, of English- 
made law, of English government in 
Ireland—that it dare not rest on the 
will of the Irish people, but exists 
in defiance of their will—that it is 
a rule derived not from right but 


ot from conquest. Conquest, my Lord, 


gives no title, and if it exist over 
the body it fails over the mind. It 
can exert no empire over men’s rea- 
son and judgment and affections; and 
it is from this law of conquest with- 
out title to the reason, judgment, 
and affection of my own countrymen 
that I appeal. 
REAFFIRMATION. 

My Lord, I beg to say a few more 
words. As 1 say that was my opin- 
ion—opinion arrived at many days 
ago while I was a prisoner. I have 
no hesitation in reaffirming it here. 
and 1 hope that the gentlemen of 


must have some canker at its heart, 
some ruin at its root. The govern- 
ment that permitted the arming of 
those whose leaders declared that 
Irish national unity was a thing that 
should be opposed by force of arma, 
within nine days of the issue of our 
manifesto of good will to Irishmen 
of every creed and class, took steps 
to nullify our efforts by prohibiting 
the import of all arms into Ireland, 
as if it had been a hostile and 
blockaded coast. And this procia- 
mation of the 4th of December, 1913, 
known as the Arms Proclamation, 
was itself based on an illegal inter- 
pretation of the law, as the Chief 
Secretary now publicly con- 
fessed. The proclamation was met 
by the Loyalists of Great Britain 
with an act of still more lawless de- 
fiance—an act of widespread gun- 
running into Ulster that was de- 
nounced by the Lord Chancellor of 
England “as grossly illegal and ut- 
terly unconstitutional.” How did 
the Irish volunteers meet the incite- 
ments to civil war that were uttered 
by the party of law and order in 
England, when they saw the pros- 
pect of deriving litical profit to 
themselves from bloodshed among 
Irishmen? 

I can answer from my own acts 
and speeches. While one English 
party was responsible for preaching 
a doctrine of hatred designed to 


bring about civil war in Ireland, the 


other, and that the party in power, 
took no steps to restrain a propa- 
ganda that found its advocates in 
the army, navy and Privy Council; 
in the houses of Parliament and in 
the state church—a propaganda, the 
method of whose expression was s0 
“grossly illegal and utterly uncon- 


all our calculations.” It upset mine 
no less than Mr. Birrell's, and put 
an end to my mission of peaceful 
effort in America. War between 
Great Britain and Germany meant. 
as I believed, ruin for all the hopes 
we had founded on the enrollment 
of the Irish volunteers. A constitu- 
tional movement in Ireland is never 
very far from a breach of the con- 
stitution, as the Loyalists of Ulster 
had been so eager to show us. The 
cause is not far to seek; a constitu- 
tion, to be maintained intact. must 
be the achievement and the pride of 
the people themselves; must rest on 
their own free will, and on their 
own determination to sustain it, in- 
stead of being something resident 
in another land whose chief repre- 
sentative is an armed force—armed 
not to protect the population, but 
to hold it down. We had seen the 
working of the Irish constitution in 
the refusal of the army of occupa- 
tion at the Curragh to obey the or- 
ders of the crown. And now that we 
were told the first duty of an Irish- 
man was to enter that army in re- 
turn for a promissory note, payable 
after death—a scrap of paper that 
might or might not be redeemed—I 
felt over there in America that my 
first duty was to keep Irishmen at 
home in the only army that could 
safeguard aur national existence. if 
small nationalities were to be the 
pawns in this game of embattied 
giants, I saw no reason why Ireland 
should shed her blood in any cause 


but her own; and if that be treason said 
beyond the seas, I am not ashamed’ 


to avow it or to answer for it here 
with my life. And when he had the

there be no right of rebellion against 
a state of things that no savage 
tribe would endure without re- 
am I sure that it is 

better for mn to fight and die with- 
out right than to live in such a state 
of right as this. Where all your 
rights become only an accumulated 
wrong; where men must beg 
bated breath for leave to subsist in 
their own land, to think their own 
thoughts, to sing their own songs, 
to garner the fruit of their own la- 
bors, and, even while they beg, to 
see these things inexorably with- 
drawn from them-—tiien surely it is 
a braver, a saner and a truer thing 
to be a rebel in act and deed against 
than

lot of men. 


My Lord, I have done. Gentlemen 
of the jury, I wish to thank you for 
your verdict. I hope you will not 
take amiss or think that I made any 
imputation upon your truthfulness 
or your integrity when I spoke and 
that this was not a trial by my 
peers. I maintain that I have a 
natural right to be tried in that nat- 
ural jurisdiction, Ireland, my own

Safety First. 
P\ISARM POPULACE | 
OF CIUDAD JUAREZ. 
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PROCLAMATION IS ISSUED BY 


(BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 

EL PASO (Tex.) Aug. 13.--A 
proclamation was issued today by 
Gen. Francisco Gonzales, comman- 
dant, ordering all persons in Juarez 
and its environs having arms in 
their possession to report them to 
che comandancia before 8 o'clock 
tonight. The proclamation stated 
that all persons other than members 
of the garrison, customs and munic- 
ipal employees are to be disarmed. 

It was asserted that the step is 
being taken because of the presence 
in the Mexican town of persons at- 
tempting to incite revolt. Gen. Gon- 
zales explained, however, that the 
revolutionaries had succeeded today 
in gaining no headway. 

An increased vigilance, neverthe- 
less, was notigeable on the rt of 
the soldiers at the Mexican sud of 
the international bridge. Several 
persons, said to be members of the 
revolutionary juntas in El Paso, 
were arrested when they attempted 
to cross into Juarez. 

Indications that a similar spirit 
is manifesting itself in Chihuahua 
City were contained in private dis- 
patches saying that Jose Ynez Sala- 
zar, Marcelo Caraveo and Isaac Ar- 
royo, former revolutionary leaders, 
together with forty-five others, 
been placed in jail there for con- 
nection with an alleged plot against 
the de facto government. These dis- 
patches, however, could not be veri- 
fled here. 

Reports of internal political dis- 
turbances in Chihuahua have been 
numerous recently, but until today 
had always been vigoro 
by Carranza authorities.

SECRET HISTORY 
OF A NEAR WAR. 


United States and Germany 
on Verge of Clash. 


Why We are Now Trying to 
Purchase West Indies. 


Warships in Haiian Port are 
Almost Involved. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH } 

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Aug. 12.—That the United 
States and Germany were on the 
verge of war on July 28, 1914, when 
Austria icclared war on Serbia, is 
one of the heretofore-unpublished 
incidents in connection with Teu- 
tonic schemes to dominate the 
Caribbean Sea, the Gulf of Mexico 
and the Panama Canal. 

It is a part of the secret history 
of the causes which led up to the 
establishment of an American pro- 
tectorate in Haiti, American inter- 
vention in the Dominican republic 
and the negotiations for the pur- 
chase by the United States of the 
Danish West Indies. 

On July 28, 1914, United States 
warships under the command of 


Capt. John J. Knapp, aboard the 
battleship Connecticut, were in the 
harbor at Port-au-Prince, Haiti. At 
anchor near them were the German 
cruisers Karlsruhe and Strassburg. 
Calling on Capt. Knapp on board 
the Connecticut were L. 8. Shear- 
man R. L. Farnham, digectors 
of the National Ratlreads of Haiti, 
and a New York Herald reporter. 
It was at 6 o’clock in the afternoon. 


Reports that the Germans were, 


going to land at Port-au-Prince and 
seize the customhouse had been 
brought to Capt. Knapp and to 
every legation and consul-general 
in Port-au-Prince. Capt. Knapp had 
received instructions from Washing- 
ton to oppose a landing and occu- 
pation by the Germans. 
NATIVES ARE NERVOUS. 

Little groups of natives stood in 
the streets of the Haitian capital 
nervously discussing the reports. It 
was common knowledge that Presi- 
dent Oreste Zamor had broken off 
negotfhtions with Arthur Bailly- 
Blanchard, American Minister, in 
connection with a proposed new 
treaty with the United States. Also 
it was common knowledge that Dr. 
Perl. German Minister to Haiti, had 
promised President Zamor a loan 
of $5,000,000 if he would break off 
these negotiations. 

While Mr. Shearman, Mr. Farn- 
ham and the Herald reporter were 
on the after-deck of the Connecti- 
cut discussing the Haitian situation 
with Capt. Knapp, boats were low- 
ered from the Karlsruhe and Strass- 
burg. Into them piled German sea- 
men, equipped for service ashore. 
Machine guns were loaded into one 
of the boats. All of this was vis- 


ible to the little group of callers 
on board the Conn t, and to 
Capt. Knapp.

“In peace as in war,” Sir Edward 
ie quoted as saying, “the German 
is a barbarian and we should treat 
him as such. Let all the allied 
governments declare forthwith to 
the German people: Even when we 
shall have signed peace we shall 
not send any diplomatic representa- 
tive to Berlin nor receive any diplo- 
matic representative of Germany in 
our capitals, as long as you Ger- 
mans shall not have yourselves pun- 
ished all those who have been guilty 
of murder, all those who have vio- 
lated those international laws which 
were set up in the interest of hu- 
manity during past centuries, which 
have witnessed the progress of civil- 
ization. 

“There is still another reason 
which makes such action necessary. 
Neutral powers have passively 
looked on at the violation of cus- 
toms of law established by all na- 
tions.

If, then, a 
special penalty does not show clear- 
ly that these laws cannot be trans- 
greseed, that these usages cannot 
be violated with impunity, we must 
renounce in future all hope of in- 
troducifig into war rules of human- 
ity and henceforth no nation in the 
world would see any use in sending 
representatives to a Hague conven- 
tion or any other diplomatic con- 
ference.” ;

The last and, probably the most 
important, discovery was the find- 
ing of a telegram from a person 
in Chicago, supposed to be the 
“fence” who received the goods al- 
leged to have been stolen by Mor- 
gan.

Profound, Beneficial Change Marks

ERALDING the light of a new 
era at Los Angeles Harbor, 
joy and satisfaction have 

marked the funeral of the late la- 
mented strike of longshoremen and 
Mockworkers. Yesterday employers 
declared the open shop has come 
to abide and employees were busy 
under conditions measurably better 
for all concerned than those which 
obtained before the walk-out two 
months ago. 

The strike has hit labor-unſon 


bossism hard, has crumpled the 
walking delegate, has proved 4 
mighty victory for industrial liberty 
—and has yielded results potent for 
the upbuilding of the port. 

Conspicuous among the results to 
which employers and satisfied em- 
Ployees pointed yesterday is the 
sudden and complete reorganization 
of the water-front working forces. 
This has resulted in higher labor 
efficiency aimost overnight and in 
steadier employment for the work- 
ingmen. 

Before the strike two classes of 
union workmen existed. These had 
the properties of oil and water; they 
would not mix, or do each other's 
work. The longshoremen refused to 
work on the docks and the dock- 
workers declined to go onto vessels 
and unload cargo. It was against the 
rules of unionism. Now that the men 
have gone back to work at the em- 
ployers’ terms, they are required to

UNITIES IN EDUCATION.

principle of individualism in 
education. From this princi- 
ple arises the inference, and from 


the inference the application, that 


education should be made different 
for different individuals. It should 
respect the differences in the intel- 
lectual origin, ability and dispost- 
tion of each child. It should be ob- 
servant of the probable future of 
the child. Early in his life should 
the process of differentiation begin. 
The probable brevity ot life, the 
certain. brevity of life’s occupation, 
the desirability of achievement, ren- 
der early specialization necessary. 
Therefore vocational courses, indus- 
trial training, manual education are 
introduced into the schools and are 
urged upon the uninstructed homes. 

There is one type of child for 
whom vocational education may be 
made prescriptive. It is the boy 
who must stop his education as he 


enters his teens. He is in real and 


dire peril of having no trained fa- 
cility. He finds his way into the 
doorway which is most open and 
this doorway usually leads into a 
blind alley which has no doorway 
at all at the other end. With a 
power trained in the schools he 
might be able to enter some call- 
ing, both profitable and progressive. 

But in the whirl of the present 
movement for diversity and differ- 
entiation it is well to reflect upon 
the essential elements and common 
unities of education. : 

One great unity lies in the dom 
nance of the moral element. very 
child is to incarnate the cardinal 
virtues and the cardinal graces. 
Honesty, justice, bravery, temper- 
ance, foresight are fundamental. 
Courtesy, grac considera- 
tion, faith and faithfulness, truth 
and truthfulness, grace and gracious- 
ness are primary. Whatever may 
be the content of learning and what- 
ever the trade or profession which 
is chosen, these moral elements are 
necessary in every condition. 

The intellectual element is also 
constant in all the increasing diver- 
sity. The intellectual element is 
less learning than the results of 
learning, less knowledge than the 
results of knowledge, and less or- 
ganization than the results of co- 
working. It stands for reflection, for 
thinking as an act and for thought- 
fulness as a mood, for the weigh- 
ing of evidence, fer the assessment 
of truths at a fair valuation, for a 
putting together of the like and for 
the separation of the complex and 
the unlike. Reasoning stands out as 
a central unit in all the constant 
diversity. 

A third unity is found in the will- 
ingness to work. Education should 
not be interpreted as play, nor the 
school-time as a holiday. Students 
should not be idlers. Fach should 
earn his bread an’ certainly his 
cake. The 
that he is one of life's toiling mil- 
lions and not an idler among the 
scores, the more precious and the 
more effective will the whole educa- 
tional process prove to be. 

A fourth unity to be emphasized 
relates to the attitude which the 
student bears to life.. That attitude 
may be that of the rebel. He is 
in a revolution against society and 
government. Society is wrong, the 
community is unworthy. He s set 
to right the wrong, to make the 
community worthy. In the unwill- 
ingnese of the people to assent to 
his view he becomes an outlaw. A 
second attitude may be that of the 
observer, either interested or un- 


related. The student stands like a : 


watcher on the seashore, looking 
at a ship in distress. Not for him 
is it to get out the lifeboat or to 
fling a lifeline. “Those men who 
are losing their lives took their 
risks,” he reasons, “and they lose. 
I am happy, content, comfortable!” 
A third attitude which the student 
may assume is that of the helper. 
He is to be a helper in life's strug- 
gle, to strengthen human hopes, to 
deepen human lives, to eliminate 
the unworthy, to lessen passion and 
to promote noblest ongoings. A 
unity which the schools should pro- 
mote is the unity of men working 
together for life’s betterment, for 
the realizing of life’s hopes, for the 
lessening of life's agonies, for the 
enlargement of life’s horizon, for. 
giving to life cubical relationships.

it is known as the model anti-in- 
junction and anti-conspiracy law, 
which sore Sammy Gompers has 
been trying to foist upon every legis- 
lature and compel its adoption. The 
decision as to its unconstitutionality 
ise made by a court of the highest 
standing and the soundness of the 


statute violated the due process 
Clauses of both the State and Feéd- 
eral constitutions and the equality 
clause of the Fourteenth Amendment, 
and that it was invalid because it 
was an attempt by the Legislature 
to strip the court of its inherent ju- 
dicial power. 

In an analysis of the decision of 
the Maseachusetts court, Hon. Dantel 
Davenport, general counsel of the 
Ameriegan Anti-boycott Qn, 
says: 
“The importance of this decision 
cannot be overstated, for it sets forth 


life and liberty, and one cannot be 
deprived of it by the simple mandate 
of the Legislature. as it is protected 
by the fourteenth amendment and 


he| by numerous guarantees of the Con- 


stitution. 

The decision further says: “If a 
laborer must stand helpless in a 
court while others there receive pro- 
tection respecting the same general 
subject which is denied to him n 
cannot be sald with a due regard 
to the meaning of the constitutional 
guarantees that he is afforded the 
equal protection of the laws within 
the fourteenth amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States and 
similar provisions of our own Const!- 
tution. To the extent that 
the laborer is not given the same 
pecurity to his property by the law 
that ie granted to the land owner or 
capitalist, to that extent discrimina- 
tion is exercised against him. 
The courts must be open to all upo 
the same terms. It is one 
thing to affect the scope of equity by 
extending or restricting the branches 
of that jurisprudence which courts 
may administer: it ise quite a differ- 
ent matter to enact that same citi- 
gens may resort to it while others 
may not. 

“Without discussing other aspects 
of this proposition it is enougn to

poses to secure legislation declaring 
that labor le not property. Com- 
menting thereon, Mr. Davenport 
says: 

“In opposing this programme, I 
have always contended that labor is 
property and that the right to la- 
bor, to make contracts for labor, to 
sell and buy labor, and to carry on 
business are property and property 
rights in the constitutional sense, 
protected by the constitutional guar- 
antees from legislative invasion the 
game as any other of prop- 
erty, and that any attempt by legis- 
lation to withdraw them from that 
protection by declaring them not to 
be property would be a nullity and 
futile, and further that all attempts 
to strip courts of equity of their 
power to protect property by the 
injunctive process would he void as 
an invasion of the judicial function 
exclusively vested in them by the 
constitution.“ 

The case on which the decision of 
the Massachusetts court bases its 
decision was that of John Bognil, et 
al., vs. Glovani Perotti, et al., which 
the court deciares was a contest be- 
tween two labor unions seeking sim!i- 
lar employment as laborers in the 
building trades. 

The opinion sets forth the situa- 
tion in the case, wherein the plain- 
tiffe alleged that the defendants con- 
epired to deprive them of employ- 
ment and threatened that if they did 
not desert their own organization 
and join the organization of the de- 
fendants the latter would cause them 
to be discharged from their employ- 
ment: that the defendants used un- 
lawful pressure, intimidated employ- 
ers by threats of strikes and other- 
wise. and that this conduct was 
plainly calculated to harm the rights 
of the plaintiffs. 

But the defendants justified their 
conduct under the provisions of the 
Gompers law, which declared that 
the right to labor and to make and 
modify contracts to work All no 
longer be a property right. 

The decision of the Massachusetts 
court saye: “That the right to work 
is property cannot be regarded 
enger as an open question.” and it 
nen quotes various decisions on that 
point to the effect that labor is prop- 
erty and as such merits protection, 
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and the right to make it available is

the strike at Los Angeles 
W rbor won in the interest of 
industrial liberty, and with 
wonderful improvement in condi- 
tions her both for employers and 
the employees, San Francisco is 
struggling desperately against the 
erip of the union-labor boss. The 
woes of the Bay City are heightened 
by contrast with happy develop- 
ments at this port. The penalty of 
years of submission to union rule, 
competent observers declare, is be- 
ing reaped in the north. 
The present struggie at San Fran- 


{cisco is regarded as momentous. It 


is declared a revolt against the 
worst tyranny an American city has 
endured since the Boston Tea Party. 

The business men are winning by 
steady pressure, and because they 
have on their side an army of labor 
union members who have been the 
victims of the bosses’ extortion, or 
have lain idle because they would 
not bribe the business agents of the 
unions to give them work. 

But there is the depressing fact 
that, even if the restaurant strike 
results in victory for the employers, 
the labor-unſon crowd will still 
dominate the water front, unless a

Longshoremen and dock- 
workers who went back on the jab 
there after the recent strike did so 
union men, under union sanc- 
tion. The open shop has yet to win 
ites way there. 

For years San Francisco unions 
have boasted it is the strongest 
labor-union city in the world, 

Anyone who has walked from the 
ferry along Market street to Kear- 
y or beyond knows that it also 
has had the most beggars of any 
city in America. Since the strike 
began many of these mendicants 
have found jobs. 

Thousands of members of labor 
unions who have paid dues for 
twenty years or more, and who have 
always obeyed the arbitrary rules of 
the union bosses, hope that the 
business men will win so that a man 
may be free to get a job for himself 
on the best terms he can. As it is 
now their unions not only refuse to 
supply them with work, but they 
threaten them with dire penalties if 
they work without the permission of 
the union. 

No more pathetic sight is to be 
found in all San Francisco than out- 
side the offices of these labor unions, 
Scores of shabby union men stand- 
ing about waiting to tell the busi- 
ness agent the story of a starving 
family and to implore him for work. 
At last, when the dapper union offi- 
cial comes out, he gives scant heed 
to any of them, unless perchance 
some new arrival with money in- 
vites him to have a drink. 

“You're a fool to try to talk to 
him without money,” one workman’ 
advises ahother. “If you must have 
a job go down to the corner saloon 
and borrow enough to tip the busi- 
ness agent.” 

For years and years these good 
union labor men have been paying 
a tribute of this sort to some union 
official or another at San Francisco. 
The union bosses have automobiles 
and fine homes. The men who do 
the real work have nothing—often- 
times not enough to eat and wear. 

Every Bay City employer who 


goes to the business agent knows 


he must pay him or he will be given 
a crew of drunkards and incompe- 
tenta. 

“If you want a good, young crew 
that can do twice the work of older 
men, it will cost you something to 
get it.“ says the business agent, and 
if the employer hesitates, he adds: 
“You better get men young enouch 
to keep out of the way of machinery 
because this employers’ Mability law 
will make it far more expensive for 
you if one of them is injured.” 

Of course the employer wants the 
est men he can get, so he pays the 
bribe. As he leaves, some of the 
men who have no money to pay the 
business agent, but who want work, 


hasten in to see the secretary or the 


business agent. 
“Do you think we @raw our pay 


just to get you fellows jobs?” is the 
harsh answer that greets their ap- 
Plication for work. If you want 
us to get you a job, why, put up 
your money.” 

Until the last few years it was 
quite possible for a union workman 
to get a job independently of the 
business agent, but in the last two 


years especially the laborite bosses 
at San Francisco have given con- 
tractors and other employers to un- 
derstand they would incur the dis- 
pleasure of the union by hiring men 
except those sent from the union of- 
fice, and now it is well nigh impos- 
sible for any man to get work there 
without the aid of the bosses, 

Some of the men are actually hun- 
gry, and it is the height of irony 
to make them listen to an oration 
about the generosity of the union 
in paying for the funeral of some 
member, or to an oration on the 
possibility of a pension being grant- 
ed all members over 60 years old. 
The pension may possibly be given 
them three years from now, but un- 
less the business men win this fight 
a lot of good union men will have 
starved before that time. 

“If we had only had a newspaper 
as fearless as the Los Angeles Times 
here in San Francisco our fight 
would have been started and won in 
the pre-exposition days.” said a 
member of the San Francisco Cham- 
ber of Commerce recently. “Why, 
even the policemen, the newspapers 
and everybody else in San Francisco

FIRST TEN WEEKS. 


Since the opening of the Women’s 
Training Home, No. 1632 Santee 
street, on June 3, last, a refuge for 


those in destitute circumstances, 
twenty-nine women have been taken 
cure of, and positions found for six- 
teen of them. Three of them with 
their children, have been returned 
to their former homes fn other cities, 
according to the report of Mrs. 
Frank Stoddard, secretary of the 
home. Only two women who have 
entered the home have been réar- 
rested. * 
The Women's Training Home is 
the first institution of ite kind in the 
city and occupies the house which 
formerly contained the Pilorence 
Crittenton Home. 
after the building had been secured, 
rent free, an appeal for furniture 
and household equipment was made 
and the public ansWered so gener~- 
ously that enough furniture was sup- 
plied to fll the twenty-three rooms 
ef the institution. 

At a recent meeting of the board 
of directors a resolution was passed 
thanking the public for its swift and 
extensive response to the appeal. 

The home is conducted as a refuge 
for women who have n ed 
and wish to escape from their for- 
mer surroundings following their re- 
lease from jail. A cottage on the 
back lot has been furnished and is 
now used to house children who 
would ordinaril® become charges of 
the police department. Women for 
whom positions have been found, 
may continue to board at the home 
by paying a small sum. 

The object of the home is to give 
instruction in practical subjects to 
women who become charges, and 
thus enable them to honestly earn a 
Uving.

Arrested by private detectives on 
a Warrant charging fradulently ob- 
taining $5000 from the First Nation- 
al Bank of Albuquerque, Miller in- 


sists the only reason for his arrest 
lies in the fact that he was at one 
time sentenced to prison and served 
a short time, before it was discov- 
ered that he was practically inno- 
cent of the crime then charged 
against him. 

At that time, 1912, he was taken 
in custody for forgery. He had as- 
signed a claim for $4200 belonging 
to the Buckman Springs Lithia Wa- 
ter Company of San Diego, was 
found gullty and sentenced to San 
Quentin. Less than two years later, 
the files of the company produced a 
telegram from the president to Mu- 
ler, authorizing him to assign the 
claim, as the defendant had stated 
in his trial, but had been unable to 
prove. 

OUT ON PAROLE. 

When the prison authorities were 
informed of this, the State Board 
of Pardons immediately paroled the 
young man and he returned to San 
Diego to start life anew. He was 
successful in real estate and insur- 
ance, and about eight months ago 
came to Los Angeles and operated 
here and in the suburbs. 

The present charge against Mil- 
ler is based largely on  circum- 
stantial evidence. A man of his 
description entered the Albuquerque 
hank on August 30, 1915, an hour 
before regular opening time, and 
presented a letter of credit calling 
for $5000. The letter was prop- 
erly attested by a notary, apparent- 
ly, and the assistant bank cashier 
paid out the money. 

The notary seal contained the in- 
itials 8. D.C.,“ which the bank was 
informed represented the Southern 
Deposit Company of San Diego. Pri- 
vate detectives working on the case 
developed positively the facts that 
the man who had cashed the forged 


letter wee in Kli Paso on August 29 
and in Albuquerque on the follow- 
ing day. They went to 


San Diego, 
and there the finger of suspicion 
Was pointed at Miller. 

QUESTION OF IDENTITY. 


Search of seal-making establish- 
ments found one in which the pro- 
prietor stated the man who had 
had the seal bearing the “8.D.C.” 
made, resembled Miller in appear- 
ance. He remembered the incident, 
because he remonstrated about 
these letters, declaring that this was 
not the proper abreviation of “San 
Diego, California.” 

When Miller was taken in custody 
by the detectives he was immediate- 
lv turned over to State Parole Of- 
ficer R. E. Langworthy, who, under 
the statute covering paroled persons, 
has the right to held him until the 
case is cleared up. Miller endéavored 
to prove an alibi yesterday. He 
secured the statement of two officers 
who declare they saw him in San 
Diego on the day the fraud was 
committed in New Mexico. He al- 
so showed a picture taken in a San 
Diego park about that time, and 
developed and delivered by a San 
Diego photographer on August 29.

An his works were 
sacred except some madrigals and 
festspiels. The great Bach family 
Was at the head of things musical 
in Germany about that time, and 
they devoted themselves to sacred 
music largely. There were Bachs all 
through Germany. and they were al- 
most all musical. There was some- 
thing like a Bach guild in Thurin- 
gia. They worked with secular music 
as well, but they were most eminent 
as church musicians. 

In France, Spain and Portugal 
they borrowed. The Italians had the 
field, and so much music that they 
could afford to lend. Spain never 
was original save for chorals which 
were really analogous to English an- 
thems. Furthermore, in Spain. t 
rarely published, which was unfor- 
tunate for the opinion that poster- 
ity was to have for them. The Eng- 
lish also borrowed from the Italians 
at the time. With the Puritan reac- 
tion in England there came an on- 
slaught on choirs and organs, and 
everything churchly, until the res- 
toration in 1660, when the Chapel 
Royal was re There was a 
lack of interest in religion in Eng- 
land and the music was dropped, al- 
though England hag always had a 
healthy approval of everything done 
by Purcell and Humphrey. 


The hymnology of the church is 
about on a par with the popular 
tunes of the day, in workmanship. 
There can be nothing in music more 
tawdry than the sort of hymns one

That they aecomplish their purpose 
I have no doubt, and for that rea- 
son there is a place in the world for 
them, just as there is a place for the 
“Rosary” and for “When I Leave 
the World Behind.“ to cite two of 
our most dreadful compositions of 
modern times. 

There is room in this world for 
the prophet and the Pharisee, and 
there must be songs for both. You 
cannot bring a sinning peddier to 
salvation with the Stabat Mater“ 
sung in Latin, but you have a fair 
chance of making him see the error 
of his ways with “Just ag I Am,” a 
hymn which Dwight Moody says has 
brought more sinners to repentance 
than any other hymn in the past 
fifty years. It has been translated 
into almost every language of the 
civilized world, and that would 
seem to mean that its influence has 
not been overestimated by the evan- 
gelist. Of course, it is a pretty bad 
piece of verse, and how anyone can 
be brought to salvation to the rhyme 
or tune of it is more than I can un- 
derstand, and for myself a salvation 
gained by such means would be a 
very questionable benefit; but the 
fact remains, and so does the hymn. 
The very name of the publication 
in which the verse was issued for 
the first time is enough to depress 
me without hearing the words. The 
“Christian Remembrancer brought 
it out first, and it was soon to spread 
all over England and be printed in 
leaflet form and distributed wideiy. 
There is a story that the verse 
reached the composer of the hymn, 
anonymously in this form, after 
many years of “frivolous” living upon 
her part, and that it brought her toa 
sense of—shall we say the fitness of 
things—and that the rest of her life 
was made beautiful by this touching 
coincidence; but the little story adds 
that the composer was ill for the 
rest of her life, and one is torn 
by wondering whether her music 
caused her to be so good that she 
was III, or she was so iil that she 
had to be good. Be that as it may, 
the hymn was very effective; so ef- 
fective that one missionary who at- 
tacked a city or was attacked by a 
city of such bigotry that he was said 
to have thrust his first into a lion's 
mouth. advised his followers (who 
we shall hope found the field a trifle 
softened as a result of the first mis- 
sionary’s efforts) to use this hymn 
in stubborn cases. 

The psychology of revivals is most 
interesting. I do not believe that 
anyone, not even Huysmans, who 
seemed to go about literally seeking 
advanced salvation, could be saved 
by the Gregorian chant. It takes 
something violent and passionate to 
arouse the soul to flights of self-de- 
nial. The Roman church never pre- 
tended to gain souls by singing to 
them. and in this it was quite right, 
considering the intelectual nature 
of Roman church music. 

The most solemn and dramatic 
song of the Middle Ages is pndoubt- 
edly the “Dies Irae.” Composed by 
a monk in the twelfth century, the 
hymn still brings thousands to 4 
great state of exaltation. But that 


sort of song, that and the great “Te 
Deum us,” Bishop Ken's 


doxology, and the mass of Pope 
Marcellus, are at the pinacle of 
church music. But none of these 
is of the type of hymn with which 
we save souls in America. We 
shriek at them and promise them 
favors, in English so that they may 
understand, and we exhort them and 
blame them and threaten them with 
eternal damnation, and show them 
what cowards they are: and then we 
send the scale careering up and 
down, and before we know it they 
are on their knees to the good old 
key of C major. 

Play a bit of ragtime to a collec- 
tion of Americans and see how soon 
they are off their feet, and with a 
hymn of the Moody and Sankey type 
we send their spiritual emotions fly- 
ing upward. 

Issac Watts was the founder of 
our national hymnology. He felt 
our need; he feit the fact that we 
had not had for the first 1600 years 
of Christianity any songs which we 
could well be educated into singing 
ensemble, and he felt the need of 
the thrill in religion, so he began 
at the beginning, and the end is not 
yet. Wesley, too, for the English- 
speaking world, did wonders in the 
vogue of emotional singing, and his 
hymns are still among the most pop- 
ular. That songs can upset nations 
is easily provabie. “The Marseil- 
laise,”’ for example, has an influence 
which can scarcely be measured, 
And for Germany, Ein Feste Burg.“ 
the war cry of the German reforma- 
tion, is equally stirring. é 

Luther gave to the Germans many 
psalms as well as translations from 
the Latin which served as well as 
original hymns. Luther was a true 
composer. He had the right idea 
about the quickest method of gath- 
ering unto himself a flock. But the 
men who made history in saving 
souls by songs in the past thirty 
years were Messrs. Moody and San- 
key. They stirred the religious up 
to the point of mania with their re- 
vivai sermons and tunes, and the 
unreligious were soon brought 
against their wills, even, to repent- 
ance. Sankey was aware that the 
sort of rousing tune he sang would 
not be in place in conventional re- 
ligious worship, and was only use- 
able for the purpose of kindling mo- 
mentary enthusiasm, which was ex- 
pected to bring the enthusiast back 
again and by a series of new en- 
thusiasms to lure him permanently 
from the path of sin. Moody did 
not sing himself, but he knew the 
value of singing, and Sankey was a 
good singer. Both men apparently 
knew that the worth of a song had 
nothing to do with its value as a 
savior. Mr. Sankey brought more 
men to grace by “Oh, what shail the 
harvest be, oh, what shall the har- 
vest be“ than he could have by le- 
turing. When he rolled out “Sow- 
ing the seed of a maddened brain” 
the inebriates fell on their knees 
and pledged themselves to a slow 
but sober life. But The Ninety and 
Nine goes down as Mr. Sankey’s 
supreme contribution to the choir of 
lifesavers. That was the tune! 

The Latins were strong in coun- 
terpoint, but when it came to gath- 
ering in the sheep we must give the 
laurels to the evangelists and their 
own particular theory. 


AN APPRECIATION OF 
A VETERAN JOURNALIST. 


Sketch of the Late Maj. Ben. C. 
Truman in the “New York Times,” 
on Whose Staff He Served. 


In the New York Times is printed 
the subjoined sketch of the career 
of the late Maj. Ben C. Truman of 
Los Angeles, distinguished as a 
journalist, author and traveler, who 
recently died in his eighty-first year 
—evidently written by one who had 
been intimate with him while he 
served on the staff of that great 
New York newspaper: 


A man who died at Los Angeles 
a few days ago was employed by the 
New York Times when its printers 
wore silk hats, but walked home 
nights to Brooklyn and Williams- 
burg. The man was a compositor 
then, but followed many other voca- 
tions later. He achieved distinc- 
tion while “swinging around the cir- 
cle” with President Johnson by 
sending the Times a dispatch from 
Chicago that was twelve columns 
long—said to be the longest tele- 
gram sent to any newspaper in the 
world up to that time. 

He became, in his long career, a 
school principal, a feature writer, a 
proofreader, war correspondent, dra- 
matic critic, composer of war songs, 
a playwright, confidential secretary 
to Andrew Johnson and an officer on 
his staff, a major in the army, a 
special agent of the Treasury De- 
partment, a paymaster in the army, 
a Washington correspondent, special 
agent for the Postoffice Department 
in charge of the Pacific Coast, an 
owner of five newspapers, a volun- 
teer fireman, one of Southern Cal- 
ifornia’s publicists, a great traveler, 
a judge of good wines, an expert in 
food, a noted story teller, and a man 
of many friends. 

His name was Maj. Ben C. Tru- 
man, and he was 81 years old when 
he died on July 18, last, at Los An- 
geles. 

Maj. Truman came to New York 
City when it had three car lines, 
which ran a car an hour after mid- 
night. In those days many bo- 
hemians used to gather at Pfaff's 
restaurant in lower Broadway, one 
of them being Ben Truman. A few 
of these men are still alive and re- 
member his early history. There 
was also an old-fashioned saloon in 
Christie street, where Truman met 
Stephen C. Foster, the famous song 
writer. Foster wanted to write a 
song that would be as “famous as 
‘Home, Sweet Home,“ and after a 
conversation with Truman in the sa- 
loon composed “Way Down on the 
Suwanee River.“ 

Maj. Truman was an intimate 
friend of Collis P. Huntington and 
was also on the best of terms with 
John C. Heenan, the “Benecia Boy,” 
and John* L. Sullivan. He knew 
every general in the armies of the 
North and the South, and many odd 
characters he had met in China and 
distant parts of the earth. He had 
a remarkable fondness for interest- 
ing persons, and, sent to Paris in 
1889, his headquarters became a 
gathering place for persons who | 


were either notables or notorious, | 
but who were never dull. 

Maj. Truman was born in Provi- 
dence, R. I., on October 25, 1835, 
and became a school principal at 
Canterbury, N. H., when he was 17 
years old. He learned to set type 
when he was 18, and began to write 
stories for the newspapers a year 
later. In 1855 he came to New York 
City and set type and read proof for 
the New York Times for five years. 

Later, when he had developed his 


ability to tell good stories, he used“ 


to derive much humor from the 
spectacle of the printers in their 
splendid headgear, plodding miles to 
reach their homes. There were no 
busses in the city in those days, and 
one either had to walk or wait an 
hour until a car came along. 

In 1860 he went to Philadelphia 
as a correspondent for the York 
Clipper and as a writer for the Sun- 
day Mercury and Forney's Press. He 
also wrote criticisms of plays and 
composed war songs and war farces. 
John W. Forney recognized his abil- 
ity and made him a war correspond- 
ent. 

In 1862, when Andrew Johnson 
was made brigadier-general of vol- 
unteers and military Governor of 
Tennessee, he selected Truman as 
staff officer and confidential secre- 
tary, with the rank of captain. Tru- 
man also acted as war correspondent 
of the Philadelphia Press and the 
New York Times until the end of 
the war. He was elected the first 
major of the First Loyal White Reg- 
iment in Middle Tennessee, and was 
— a time provost marshal of Nash- 
ville. 

He remained with Johnson until 
the end of the war, but went into 
the field at intervals and served on 
the staff of Gen. James 8. Negley 
at the battle of Stone River, and 
with Gen. Kenner Gerrard at the 
attles of Spanish Fort, Mobile and 
Blakeley. 

While he was war correspondent 
for the Times he sent this news- 
paper an account of the battle of 
Franklin two days before the news 
of it reached the War Department. 
The cutting of the wires between 
Nashville and Louisville enabled him 
to achieve this “beat.” His descrip- 
tion of the burning of Atlanta was 
published in the Times one day 
ahead of all other newspapers, and 
he sent the news of the battles of 
Spanish Fort and Blakeley to the 
Times and the Cincinnati Gazette 
days before other papers print - 


it. 

He also achieved distinction by his 
descriptions in the Times of the 
achievements of Thomas near Nash- 
ville in December, 1864, and by his 
“stories” of the battles of Stone 
River, Missionary Ridge, Resaca and 
Peach Tree Creek. | 

President Johnson sent for Tru- 
man after the assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln and made him his con- 
fidential secretary, a post he held 
for eighteen months. During this 
time he spent eight months in the 
Southern States as a special com- 
missioner in Johnson's scheme of re- 
construction, and two months in 
Florida and South Carolina correct- 
ing abuses of the direcf tax com- 
missioners for those two States. 

Later he was sent to Europe as a 
special agent of the Treasury De- 
partment, and upon his return the 
President appointed him a paymas- 
ter in the army. He expressed a de- 
sire to go to the Pacific Coast, and 
a special agency of the Postoffice 
Department was created for him. 
This gave him jurisdiction from 
Alaska to Mexico. He held this posi- 
tion for three years, in the course 
of which he made trips to China, 
Japan, Alaska, the Sandwich Islands 
and Mexico. 

In 1869, after marrying Miss 
Augusta Mallard of Los _Angeles, 
Truman went to Washington as the 
correspondent to the New York 
Times and San Francisco Bulletin. 
A year later he returned to the Pa- 
cific Coast and was appointed cen- 
sus marshal of San Diego county, 
after which he purchased the San 
Diego Bulletin. Two years later he 
moved to Los Angeles and became 
the editor of the Los Angeles Ex- 
press. In 1873 he bought the Daily 
and Weekly Star from Henry Ham- 
flton, but sold the paper to his 
printers in 1877. 

He was again appointed special 
agent of the Postoffice Department 
on the Pacific Coast, and held the 
office for two years, when he be- 
came chief of the literary bureau 
of the Southern Pacific Company. 
He held this post for eleven years. 
In 1890 he went to Chicago and took 
charge of a Southern California ex- 
hibit for the Santa Fe Railroad, and 
in 1892 he was appointed assistant 
chief of fioriculture of the World's 
Fair at Chicago. 

In the intervals of his busy career 
Truman owned newspapers in Phila- 
deiphia, Nashville and San Fran- 
cisco. He wrote books about South- 
ern California and the civil war. 

He remained a loyal champion of 
California until the end, and was 
active almost up to the day he died.

James Buchanan was born in 1791 
near Mercersburg, Pa. The elder 
Buchanan had migrated from Done- 
gal, Ireland, eight years before. 
James was a studious lad, entering 
Dickinson College at 16. When the 
war with England broke out, al- 
though building up a promising 
practice, he joined an army of vol- 
unteers under Judge Shippen. They 
marched to Baltimore to defend it 
against the British, but were not 
called upon and Buc , there- 
fore, did not see active service. 

He was 80 engrossed in making a 
career for himself that he did not 
Rive ch thought to the fair sex, 
although he was much sought after, 
particularly when he became known 
to fame. Among the belles of Lan- 
caster none was more popular with 
the young bloods of the day than 
Anne Colman. She was noted for 
her beauty, gentleness and tact. 

Buchanan was elected to the State 
Legislature in 1814. Upon the ex- 
piration of his term he returned to 
Lancaster, where he fell madly in 
love with Anne Colman. After a 
brief but ardent courtship, he per- 
suaded her jo marry him. He was 
a most thoughtrui and devoted 
wooer, exerting every effort to please 
Anne, even abandoning his political 
career, thinking he would be sepa- 
rated less from her were he not a 
servant of his country. 

The young lawyer had reached the 
zenith of his happiness, betrothed to 
the woman he loved, succeeding in 
his chosen career, everything ap- 
peared in roseate colors, when he re- 
ceived a crushing blow that turned 
his day into night. Anne wrote ask- 
ing to be released from her engage- 
ment, he was stunned: he had been 
so sure of her love that he could not 
blame her, he only pitted himself 
and prayed that she might be happy. 
Why Miss Colman broke her troth 
was never known, and if Buchanan 
knew he kept the secret safely 
locked within his own breast. It 
was late summer when the engage- 
ment was broken, and the following 
December Anne died, while on a visit 
to some friends in Philadelphia. 
Buchanan was almost distracted 
with grief, and the girl's father felt 
the keenest sympathy for the young 
man, treating him as though there 
a never been any misunderstand- 
ng. 

Buchanan was so restless t he 
decided to return to public life and 
in 1820 accepted the nomination for 
Congress. When he went to Wash- 


ington to take up his abode little did | 


he realize that thirty-seven years 
later he was to enter it as the Presi- 
dent of the United States. It is a 
strange thing that a woman's death 
could so change the course of a 
man's life, but so it was, for had 
Anne lived the name of James 
Buchanan would perhaps have re- 
mained in oblivion. 

He always treated women with the 
greatest reverence, no matter how 
humble their station in life, but with 
all his deference to the sex, he never 
married. 

Every honor that America can be- 
stow upon her son she gave to him: 
Congressman, Senator, Cabinet offi- 
cer, Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James and President of the United 
States, 

While he was in the White House 
he bestowed his affections upon his 
orphaned niece, Harriet Lane. He 
did everything possible for her hap- 
piness, and she more than realized 
his expectations. She was beloved 
by everyone at the Capitol, and car- 
ried off the honors imposed upon her 
with a grace and ease worthy of a 
woman of twice her years, Had she 
been his own child the President 
could not have been more devoted, 
betraying in his correspondence, 
which has been preserved, a beautti- 
ful interest in her affairs, giving no 
hint of the cares of a nation that 
rested upon his shoulders, 

At the close of his administration 


ne returned to Lancaster, which held 


so many sad, tender recollections for 
him. He wrote a history of his ad- 
ministration. and died in hia home 
in Wheatland in 1868.

WASHINGTON IRVING. 


Never was a man more fitted for 
domestic ties than Washington Ir- 
ving, the first American who obtained 
a European reputation merely as a 
man of letters, yet circumstances 
prevented his entering the mar- 
riage state. He was born in New 
York City April 3, 1783, the young- 
est of the eleven children of Wil- 
liam and Sarah Sanders Irving. 
Washington was one of the first chil- 
dren to be named for a prominent 
man of the United States, a custom 
which has since become quite uni- 
versal. When Washington Irving 
was a little tot his Scotch nurse 
followed President Washington into 
a shop, and drawing his attention 
to the little fellow said: “Please, 
your honor, here's a bairn was named 
for you.” The great man was much 
pleased and putting his hand on the 
lad’s head he gave him his blessing. 

In 1805 Irving, who was pre- 
paring for the bar, entered the of- 
fices of Josiah Hoffman. The Hoff- 
man family took a great fancy to 
the young man, and had him with 
them constantly. The second Hoff- 
man daughter was then a shy little 
maid of 12, and little did Irving think 
that she was one-day to become his 
fiancee. 

When Washington Irving was 25 
years old he became engaged to Ma- 
tilda Hoffman; they were a most 
devoted couple and were most un- 
happy because they were forced to 
have a very long engagement, as 
the young man had no means with 
which to support a wife. In a let- 
ter to a dear friend, Irving writes: 
“We saw each other every day, and 
I became deeply attached. Her shy- 
ness wore off by degrees. The more 
I saw of her the more I had rea- 
son to love her—her brilliant little 


‘sister used to say that people be- 


gan by admiring her, and ended by 
loving Matilda. For my part I idol- 
ized her.“ His love for this bean- 
tiful girl filled his whole life. He 
Was poor and could not marry, but 
he had many arguments with him- 
self about the propriety of doing so 
even without an income, and while 
he was looking about on every side 
for some Way to better his fortunes, 
that he might fake to his home this 
woman he loved so tenderly, her 
health began to fail and in a short 
time he was deprived of her com- 
panionship. She had taken a slight 
cold which developed into quick con- 
sumption; Irving was with her con- 
stantly. Her death cast a gloom over 
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several years to recover. Always 


rather delicate, the death of his be- 
loved was such a shock that he was 
forced to retire for a time to recover 
his strength of mind and body. 
After his death a beautiful pic- 
ture and lock of hair was found 
among his private papers, marked in 
his handwriting, “Matilda Hoffman.” 
He also kept by him her Bible and 


prayer book. He lay with them un- 


der his pillow in the first days of 
his anguish and carried them with 
him always in all lands to the end 
of his life. In a little private note 
intended only for his own use were 
found these words after his death: 
“She died in the beauty of her 
youth and in my memory she will 
ever be young and beautiful.” Not 
an unhappy fate to live thus in the 
memory of such a man. . 

Previous to his engagement to) 
Miss Hoffman, Irving had seen a 
great deal of and written a great 
deal to Mary Fairlie, of Philadelphia, 
but his attachment seems to have 
been purely platonic. Irving took 
several trips abroad before his ap- 
pointment as Secretary of the Brit- 
ish Embassy and Ambassador to 
Spain; it was on one of these trips 
that he met the Fosters, who were 
to play such an important part in 
his life. Mrs. Foster had taken her 
three children to Dresden to finish 
their education and it was to Emily 
Foster that he became so attached. 
Irving had reached the time of life 
when he wanted to settle down, al- 
though he had by no means forgot- 
ten his first love, but he was young 
at the time of her death and it was 
natural that he should think of mar- 
riage again. He was taken with 
Emily from the first, but was doomed 
to another disappointment, for Miss 
Foster could not return his love; in 
later life she became Mrs. Fuller. He 
Was a persistent wooer and when 
he realized that Emily could never 
love him, he determined never to 
marry, though he was particularly 
happy when leading a purely do- 
mestic life. 

In a letter to Pauling, 
writes: “Your picture of domestic 
enjoyment indeed raised my envy. 
With all my wandering habits, which 
are the results of circumstances 
rather than disposition, I think I 
was formed for an honest, domestic. 
uxorious man, and I cannot hear of 
my old cronies snugly nestled down 
with good wives and fine children 
round them, but I feel, for the mo- 
ment, desolate and forlorn. Heavens, 
what a haphazard, schemeless life 
mine has been, that here I should 
be at this time of life, youth slip- 
ping away, and scribbling month aft- 
er month and year after year, far 
from home, without any means or 
prospect of entering into matrimony, 
which I absolutely believe indispens- 
able to the happiness and even com- 
fort of the after part of existence.” 

Whether he gave Emily all the 
love that he had given Matilda, for 
whom he had mourned so many 
vears, is not known, but he did feel 
that she was just the woman who 
could bring him the happiness 
which he had been denied. He spent 
the declining years of his life at 
Sunnyside, his charming home at 
Tarrytown, and when he died in

of it, to church music and the Dres- 
den chapel. All his works were 
sacred except some madrigals and 
festspiels. The great Bach family 
Was at the head of things musical 
in Germany about that time, and 
they devoted themselves to sacred 
music largely. There were Bachs all 
through Germany. and they were al- 
most all musical. There was some- 
thing like a Bach guild in Thurin- 
gia. They worked with secular music 
as well, but they were most eminent 
as church musicians. 

In France, Spain and Portugal 
they borrowed. The Italians had the 
field, and so much music that they 
could afford to lend. Spain never 
was original save for chorals which 
were really analogous to English an- 
thems. Furthermore, in Spain, they 
rarely published, which was unfor- 
tunate for the opinion that poster- 
ity was to have for them. The Eng- 
lish also borrowed from the Italians 
at the time. With the Puritan reac- 
tion in England there came an on- 
slaught on choirs and organs, and 
everything churchly, until the res- 
toration in 1660, when the Chapel 
Royal was re There was a 
lack of interest in religion in Eng- 
land and the music was dropped, al- 
though England hag always had a 
healthy approval of everything done 
by Purcell and Humphrey. 


The hymnology of the church is 
about on a par with the popular 
tunes of the day, in workmanship. 
There can be nothing in music more 
tawdry than the sort of hymns one 
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were either notables or notorious, 
but who were never dull. 

Maj. Truman was born in Provi- 
dence, R. I., on October 25, 1835, 
and became a school principal at 
Canterbury, N. H., when he was 17 
years old. He learned to set type 
when he was 18, and began to write 
stories for the newspapers a year 
later. In 1855 he came to New York 
City and set type and read proof for 
the New York Times for five years. 

Later, when he had developed his 
ability to tell good stories, he used 
40 derive much humor from the 
spectacle of the printers in their 
splendid headgear, plodding miles to 
reach their homes. There were no 
busses in the city in those days, and 
one either had to walk or wait an 
hour until a car came along. 

In 1860 he went to Philadelphia 
as a correspondent for the York 
Clipper and as a writer for the Sun- 
day Mercury and Forney’s Press. He 
also wrote criticisms of plays and

is accustomed to hearing in and 


about prayer meetings and revivals. 
That they aecomplish their purpose 
I have no doubt, and for that rea- 
son there is a place in the world for 
them, just as there is a place for the 
“Rosary” and for “When I Leave 
the World Behind.” to cite two of 
our most dreadful compositions of 
modern times. 

There is room in this world for 
the prophet and the Pharisee, and 
there must be songs for both. You 
cannot bring a sinning peddier to 
salvation with the Stabat Mater“ 
sung in Latin, but you have a fair 
chance of making him see the error 
of his ways with “Just as I Am,” a 
hymn which Dwight Moody says has 
brought more sinners to repentance 
than any other hymn in the past 
fifty years. It has been translated 
into almost every language of the 
civilized world, and that would 
seem to mean that its influence has 
not been overestimated by the evan- 
gelist. Of course, it is a pretty bad 
piece of verse, and how anyone can 
be brought to salvation to the rhyme 
or tune of it is more than I can un- 
derstand, and for myself a salvation 
gained by such means would be a 
very questionable benefit; but the 
fact remains, and so does the hymn. 
The very name of the publication 
in which the verse was issued for 
the first time is enough to depress 
me without hearing the words. The 
“Christian Remembrancer” brought 
it out first, and it was soon to spread 
all over England and be printed in 
leaflet form and distributed wideiy. 
There is a story that the verse 
reached the composer of the hymn, 
anonymously in this form, after 
many years of “frivolous” living upon 
her part, and that it brought her toa 
sense of—shall we say the fitness of 
things—and that the rest of her life 
was made beautiful by this touching 
coincidence; but the little story adds 
that the composer was ill for the 
rest of her life, and one is torn 
by wondering whether her music 
caused her to be so good that she 
was III, or she was so iil that-she 
had to be good. Be that as it may, 
the hymn was very effective; so ef- 


| fective that one missionary who at- 


tacked a city or was attacked by a 
city of such bigotry that he was said 
to have thrust his first into a lon’s 
mouth. advised his followers (who 
we shall hope found the field a trifle 
softened as a result of the first mis- 
sionary’s efforts) to use this hymn 
in stubborn cases. 

The psychology of revivals is most 
interesting. I do not believe that 
anyone, not even Huysmans, who 
seemed to go about literally seeking 
advanced salvation, couid be saved 
by the Gregorian chant. It takes 
something violent and passionate to 
arouse the soul to flights of self-de- 
nial. The Roman church never pre- 
tended to gain souls by singing to 
them. and in this it was quite right, 
considering the intelectual nature 
of Roman church music. 

The most solemn and dramatic 
song of the Middle Ages is pndoubt- 
edly the “Dies Irae.” Composed by 
a monk in the twelfth century, the 
hymn still brings thousands to 4 
great state of exaltation. But that 
sort of song. that and the great “Te 

Laudamus,” Bishop Ken's 
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doxology, and the mass of Pope 
Marcellus, are at the pinacle of 
church music. But none of these 
is of the type of hymn with which 
we save souls in America. We 
shriek at them and promise them 
favors, in English so that they may 
understand, and we exhort them and 
blame them and threaten them with 
eternal damnation, and show them 
what cowards they are; and then we 
send the scale careering up and 
down, and before we know it they 
are on their knees to the good old 
key of C major. 

Play a bit of ragtime to a collec- 
tion of Americans and see how soon 
they are off their feet, and with a 
hymn of the Moody and Sankey type 
we send their spiritual emotions fly- 
ing upward. 

Issac Watts was the founder of 
our national hymnology. He felt 
our need; he feit the fact that we 
had not had for the first 1600 years 
of Christianity any songs which we 
could well be educated into singing 
ensemble, and he felt the need of 
the thrill in religion, so he began 
at the beginning, and the end is not 
yet. Wesley, too, for the English- 
speaking world; did wonders in the 
vogue of emotional singing, and his 
hymns are still among the most pop- 
ular. That songs can upset nations 
is easily provabie. The Marseil- 
laise,”” for example, has an influence 
which can scarcely be measured, 
And for Germany, Ein Feste Burg.“ 
the war cry of the German reforma- 
tion, is equally stirring. 

Luther gave to the Germans many 
psalms as well as translations from 
the Latin which served as well as 
original hymns. Luther was a true 
composer. He had the right idea 
about the quickest method of gath- 
ering unto himself a flock. But the 
men who made history in saving 
souls by songs in the past thirty 
years were Messrs. Moody and San- 
key. They stirred the religious up 
to the point of mania with their re- 
vivai sermons and tunes, and the 
unreligious were soon brought 
against their wills, even, to repent- 
ance. Sankey was aware that the 
sort of rousing tune he sang would 
not be in place in conventional re- 
ligious worship, and was only use- 
able for the purpose of kindling mo- 
mentary enthusiasm, which was ex- 
pected to bring the enthusiast back 
again and by a series of new en- 
thusiasms to lure him permanently 
from the path of sin. Moody did 
not sing himself, but he knew the 
value of singing, and Sankey was a 
good singer. Both men apparently 
knew that the worth of a song had 
nothing to do with its value as a 
savior. Mr. Sankey brought more 
men to grace by “Oh, what shail the 
harvest be, oh, what shall the har- 
vest be“ than he could have by lec- 
turing. When he rolled out “Sow- 
ing the seed of a maddened brain” 
the inebriates fell on their knees 
and pledged themselves to a slow 
but sober life. But “The Ninety and 
Nine” goes down as Mr. Sankey’s 
supreme contribution to the choir of 
lifesavers. That was the tune! 

The Latins were strong in coun- 
terpoint, but when it came to gath- 
ering in the sheep we must give the 
laurels to the evangelists and their 
own particular theory. 


AN APPRECIATION OF 


A VETERAN JOURNALIST. 


Sketch of the Late Maj. Ben. C. 
Truman in the “New York Times,” 
on Whose Staff He Served. 


In the New York Times is printed 
the subjoined sketch of the career 
of the late Maj. Ben C. Truman of 
Los Angeles, distinguished as a 
journalist, author and traveler, who 
recently died in his eighty-first year 
—evidently written by one who had 
been intimate with him while he 
served on the staff of that great 
New York newspaper: 


A man who died at Los Angeles 
a few days ago was employed by the 
New York Times when its printers 
wore silk hats, but walked home 
nights to Brooklyn and Williams- 
burg. The man was 4 compositor 
then, but followed many other voca- 
tions later. He achieved distinc- 
tion while “swinging around the cir- 
cle” with President Johnson by 
sending the Times a dispatch from 
Chicago that was twelve columns 
long—said to be the longest tele- 
gram sent to any newspaper in the 
world up to that time. 

He became, in his long career, a 
school principal, a feature writer, a 
proofreader, war correspondent, dra- 
matic critic, composer of war songs, 
a playwright, confidential secretary 
to Andrew Johnson and an officer on 
his staff, a major in the army, a 
special agent of the Treasury De- 
partment, a paymaster in the army, 
a Washington correspondent, special 
agent for the Postoffice Department 
in charge of the Pacific Coast, an 
owner of five newspapers, a volun- 
teer fireman, one of Southern Cal- 
ifornia's publicists, a great traveler. 
a judge of good wines, an expert in 
food, a noted story teller, and a man 
of many friends. 

His name was Maj. Ben C. Tru- 
man, and he was 81 years old when 
he died on July 18, last, at Los An- 
geles. 

Maj. Truman came to New Vork 
City when it had three car lines, 
which ran a car an hour after mid- 
night. In those days many bo- 
hemians used to gather at Pfaft's 
restaurant in lower Broadway, one 
of them being Ben Truman. A few 
of these men are still alive and re- 
member his early history. There 
was also an old-fashioned saloon in 
Christie street, where Truman met 
Stephen C. Foster, the famous song 
writer. Foster wanted to write a 
song that would be as “famous as 
‘Home, Sweet Home,“ and after a 
conversation with Truman in the sa- 
loon composed “Way Down on the 
Suwanee River.“ 

Maj. Truman was an intimate 
friend of Collis P. Huntington and 
was also on the best of terms with 
John C. Heenan, the “Benecia Boy,” 
and John“ L. Sullivan. He knew 
every general in the armies of the 
North and the South, and many odd 
characters he had met in China and 
distant parts of the earth. He had 
a remarkable fondness for interest- 
ing persons, and, sent to Paris in 
1889, his headquarters became a 


place for persons who | 


John W. Forney recognized his abil- 
ity and made him a war correspond- 
ent. 

In 1862, when Andrew Johnson 
was made brigadier-general of vol- 
unteers and military Governor of 
Tennessee, he selected Truman as 
staff officer and confidential secre- 
tary, with the rank of captain. Tru- 
man also acted as war correspondent 
of the Philadelphia Press and the 
New York Times until the end of 
the war. He was elected the first 
major of the First Loyal White Reg- 
iment in Middle Tennessee, and was 
— ag time provost marshal of Nash- 
ville. 

He remained with Johnson until 
the end of the war, but went into 
the field at intervals and served on 
the staff of Gen. James 8. Negley 
at the battle of Stone River, and 
with Gen. Kenner Gerrard at the 
battles of Spanish Fort, Mobile and 
Blakeley. 

While he was war correspondent 
for the Times he sent this news- 
paper an account of the battle of 
Franklin two days before the news 
of it reached the War Department. 
The cutting of the wires between 
Nashville and Louisville enabled him 
to achieve this “beat.” His descrip- 
tion of the burning of Atlanta was 
published in the Times one day 
ahead of all other newspapers, and 
he sent the news of the battles of 
Spanish Fort and Blakeley to the 
Times and the Cincinnati Gazette 
pe days before other papers print- 
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He also achieved distinction by his 
descriptions in the Times of the 
achievements of Thomas near Nash- 
ville in December, 1864, and by his 
“stories” of the battles of Stone 
River, Missionary Ridge, Resaca and 
Peach Tree Creek. 

President Johnson sent for Tru- 
man after the assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln and made him his con- 
fidential secretary, a post he held 
for eighteen months. During this 
time he spent eight months in the 
Southern States as a special com- 
missioner in Johnson's scheme of re- 
construction, and two months in 
Florida and South Carolina correct- 
ing abuses of the direckt tax com- 
missioners for those two States. 

Later he was sent to Europe as a 
special agent of the Treasury De- 
partment, and upon his return the 
President appointed him a paymas- 
ter in the army. He expressed a de- 
sire to go to the Pacific Coast, and 
a special agency of the Postoffice 
Department was created for him. 
This gave him jurisdiction from 
Alaska to Mexico. He held this posi- 
tion for three years, in the course 
of which he made trips to China, 
Japan, Alaska, the Sandwich Islands 
and Mexico. 

In 1869, -after marrying Miss 
Augusta Mallard of Los Angeles, 
Truman went to Washington as the 
correspondent to the New York 
Times and San Francisco Bulletin. 
A year later he returned to the Pa- 
cific Coast and was appointed cen- 
sus marshal of San Diego county, 
after which he purchased the San 
Diego Bulletin. Two years later he 
moved to Los Angeles and became 
the editor of the Los Angeles Ex- 
press. In 1873 he bought the Daily 
and Weekly Star from Henry Ham- 
Uton, but sold the paper to his 
printers in 1877. 

He was again appointed special 
agent of the Postoffice Department 
on the Pacific Coast, and held the 
office for two years, when he be- 
came chief of the literary bureau 
of the Southern Pacific Company. 
He held this post for eleven years. 
In 1890 he went to Chicago and took 
charge of a Southern California ex- 
hibit for the Santa Fe Railroad, and 
in 1892 he was appointed assistant 


Fair at Chicago. 

In the intervals of his busy career 
Truman owned newspapers in Phila- 
delphia, Nashville and San Fran- 
cisco. He wrote books about South- 
ern California and the civil war. 

He remained a loyal champion of 
California until the end, and was 
active almost up to the day he died.

JAMES BUCHANAN. 
BY MADISON ©, PETERS. 


James Buchanan was born in 1791 
near Mercersburg, Pa. The elder 
Buchanan had migrated from Done- 
gal, Ireland, eight years before. 
James was a studious lad, entering 
Dickinson College at 16. When the 
war with England broke out, al- 
though building up a promising 
practice, he joined an army of vol- 
unteers under Judge Shippen. They 
marched to Baltimore to defend it 
against the British, but were not 
called upon and Buc , there- 
fore, did not see active service. 

He was 80 engrossed in making a 
career for himself that he did not 
Rive ch thought to the fair sex, 
although he was much sought after, 
particularly when he became known 
to fame. Among the belles of Lan- 
caster none was more popular with 
the young bloods of the day than 
Anne Colman. She was noted for 
her beauty, gentleness and tact. 

Buchanan was elected to the State 
Legislature in 1814. Upon the ex- 
piration of his term he returned to 
Lancaster, where he fell madly in 
love with Anne Colman. After a 
brief but ardent courtship, he per- 
suaded her jo marry him. He was 
a most thoughtrui and devoted 
wooer, exerting every effort to please 
Anne, even abandoning his political 
career, thinking he would be sepa- 
rated less from her were he not a 
servant of his country. 


The young lawyer had reached the | 


zenith of his happiness, betrothed to 
the woman he loved, succeeding in 
his chosen career, everything ap- 
peared in roseate colors, when he re- 
ceived a crushing blow that turned 
his day into night. Anne wrote ask- 
ing to be released from her engage- 
menty he was stunned: he had been 
so sure of her love that he could not 
blame her, he only pitted himself 
and prayed that she might be happy. 
Why Miss Colman broke her troth 
was never known, and if Buchanan 
knew he kept the secret safel 

locked within his own breast. I 

was late summer when the engage- 
ment was broken, and the following 
December Anne died, while on a visit 
to some friends in Philadelphia. 
Buchanan was almost distracted 
with grief, and the girl's father felt 
the keenest sympathy for the young 
man, treating him as though there 
— never been any misunderstand- 
ng. 

Buchanan was so restless that he 
decided to return to public life and 
in 1820 accepted the nomination for 
Congress. When he went to Wash- 
ington to take up his abode little did 
he realize that thirty-seven years 
later he was to enter it as the Presi- 
dent of the United States. It is a 
strange thing that a woman's death 
could so change the course of a 
man’s life, but so it was, for had 
Anne lived the name of James 
Buchanan would perhaps have re- 
mained in oblivion,. 

He always treated women with the 
greatest reverence, no matter how 
humble their station in life, but with 
all his deference to the sex, he never 
married. 

Every honor that America can be- 
stow upon her son she gave to him; 
Congressman, Senator, Cabinet offi- 
cer, Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James and President of the United 
States, 

While he was in the White House 
he bestowed his affections upon his 
orphaned niece, Harriet Lane. He 
did everything possible for her hap- 
piness, and she more than realized 
his expectations. She was beloved 
by everyone at the Capitol, and car- 
ried off the honors imposed upon her 
with a grace and ease worthy of a 
woman of twice her years. Had she 
been his own child the President 
could not have been more devoted, 
betraying in his correspondence, 
which has been preserved, a beauti- 
ful interest in her affairs, giving no 
hint of the cares of a nation that 
rested upon his shoulders, 

At the close of his administration 
he returned to Lancaster, which held 
so many sad, tender recollections for 
him. He wrote a history of his ad- 
ministration, and died in hia home 
in Wheatland in 1868.

WASHINGTON IRVING. 


Never was a man more fitted for 
domestic ties than Washington Ir- 
ving, the first American who obtained 
a European reputation merely as a 
man of letters, yet circumstances 
prevented his entering the mar- 
riage state. He was born in New 
York City April 3, 1783, the young- 
est of the eleven children of Wil- 
liam and Sarah Sanders Irving. 
Washington was one of the first chil- 
dren to be named for a prominent 
man of the United States, a custom 
which has since become quite uni- 
versal. When Washington Irving 
was a little tot his Scotch nurse 
followed President Washington into 
a shop, and drawing his attention 
to the little fellow said: “Please, 
your honor, here's a bairn was named 
for you.” The great man was much 
pleased and putting his hand on the 
lad’s head he gave him his blessing. 

In 1805 Irving, who was pre- 
paring for the bar, entered the of- 
fices of Josiah Hoffman. The Hoff- 
man family took a great fancy to 
the young man, and had him with 
them constantly. The second Hoff- 
man daughter was then a shy little 
maid of 12, and little did Irving think 
that she was one day to become his 
fiancee. 

When Washington Irving was 25 
years old he became engaged to Ma- 
tilda Hoffman; they were a most 
devoted couple and were most un- 
happy because they were forced to 
have. a very long engagement, as 
the young man had no means with 
which to support a wife. In a let- 
ter to a dear friend, Irving writes: 
“We saw each other every day, and 
I became deeply attached. Her shy- 
ness wore off by degrees. The more 
I saw of her the more 1 had rea- 
son to love her—her brilliant little 
sister used to say that people be- 
gan by admiring her, and ended by 
loving Matilda. For my part I idol- 
ized her.“ His love for this bean- 
tiful girl filled his whole life. He 
was poor and could not marry, but 
he had many arguments with him- 
self about the propriety of doing so 
even without an income, and while 
he was looking about on every side 
for some Way to better his fortunes, 
that he might take to his home this 
woman he loved so tenderly, her 
health began to fail and in a short 
time he was deprived of her com- 
panionship. She had taken a slight 
cold which developed into quick con- 
sumption; Irving was with her con- 
stantly. Her death cast a gloom over 
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several years to recover. Always 


rather delicate, the death of his be- 
loved was such a shock that he was 
forced to retire for a time to recover 
his strength of mind and body. 


After his death a beautiful pic- 
lock of hair was found 


his handwriting, “Matilda Hoffman.” 
He also kept by him her Bible and 
prayer book. He lay with them un- 
der his pillow in the first days of 
his anguish and carried them with 
him always in all lands to the end 
of his life. In a little private note 
intended only for his own use were 
found these words after his death: 
“She died in the beauty of her 
youth and in my memory she will 
ever be young and beautiful.” Not 
an unhappy fate to live thus in the 
memory of such a man. 
Previous to his engagement 
Miss Hoffman, 
great deal of and written a great 
deal to Mary Fairlie, of Philadelphia, 
but his attachment seems to have 
been purely platonic. Irving took 
several trips abroad before his ap- 
pointment as Secretary of the Brit- 
ish Embassy and 
Spain; it was on one of these trips 
that he met the Fosters, who were 
to play such an important part in 
his life. Mrs. Foster had taken her 
three children to Dresden to finish 
their education and it was to Emily 
Foster that he became so attached. 
Irving had reached the time of life 
when he wanted to settle down, al- 


though he had by no means torgot- 


ten his first love, but he was young 
at the time of her death and it was 
natural that he should think of mar- 
riage again. He was taken with 
Emily from the first, but was doomed 
to another disappointment, for Miss 
Foster could not return his love; in 
later life she became Mrs. Fuller. He 
Was a persistent wooer and when 
he realized that Emily could never 
love him, he determined never to 
marry, though he was particularly 
happy when leading a purely do- 


mestic life. 
In a letter to Pauling, Irving} 
writes: “Your picture of domestic 


enjoyment indeed raised my envy. 
With all my wandering habits, which 
are the results of circumstances 
rather than disposition, I think I 
was formed for an honest, domestic, 
uxorious man, and I cannot hear of 
my old cronies snugly nestled down 
with good wives and fine children 
round them, but I feel, for the mo- 
ment, desolate and forlorn. Heavens, 
what a haphazard, schemeless life 
mine has been, that here I should 
be at this time of life, youth slip- 
ping away, and scribbling month aft- 
er month and year after year, far 
from home, without any means or 
prospect of entering into matrimony, 
which I absolutely believe indispens- 
able to the happiness and even com- 
fort of the after part of existence.” 
Whether he gave Emily all the 
love that he had given Matilda, for 
whom he had mourned so many 
vears, is not known, but he did feel 
that she was just the woman who 
could bring him the happiness 
which he had been denied. He spent 
the declining years of his life at 
Sunnyside, his charming home at 
Tarrytown, and when he died in 
1859, he was buried in Sleepy Hollow, 
immortal.

“Sculpture is the representation 
of a certain magnitude, in stone or 
other heavy material, of a complete 
expression of the living form.” 

Note well that heavy material must 
be used, and that the representation 
must be of “a certain magnitude.” 
Sometimes wood is used instead of 
marble, iron or bronze, and though 
the statue may be profected from 
the wear an dtear of the elements, 
being placed on a pedestal in a 
museum, it lacks the effect of per- 
manency that we associate with 
marble, and moreover it does not 
suggest great weight, tremendous 
solidity. The wooden statue is a 
piece of sculpture, of course, but we

And what is the “certain magni- 
tude“ so necessary to sculpture? In 
the round, not leas than twelve or 
fourteen inches in height, though in 
relief the law is not so inexorable. 
If very small, However, as in coins 
and cameos, we relegate the relief to 
the minor arts, though without dero- 
gation to its artistic value. It is only 
that we do not consider it under 
the head of sculpture, from which 
we demand “a certain magnitude.“ 
Reliefs may be smaller than rounds, 
as We see in the figures of the 
Parthenon frieze, which are less 
than life size, and which yet seem 
wonderfully “big” and impressive. 
The background, the “setting,” helps 
the relief, but the sculpture in the 
round must “stand alone,” literally 
and metaphorically. 

Exactly why marble and bronze 
have been chosen as the eppropriate 
materials for sculpture, the sculptor 
himself could not explain. He picked 
them out unconsciously, led by his 
higher instinct, as best for the rep- 
resentation of the universal and the 
typical. Sculpture is essentially 
static, the record of the supreme mo- 
ment of controlled action or passion, 
and marble seems to fix the record 
for all time, and to give it a mag- 
nificent importance. 

Undoubtedly individuals must have 
“posed” for the famous statues of 
antiquity, yet the sculptors have 
been able to forget the individual 
and represent the type—which is the 
enduring charm and triumph and 
distinction of great sculpture. Un- 
doubtedly, too, these god-like young 
men and maidens were repre- 
sented, at least metimes, as per- 
forming definite actions, yet though

You may ask, and pertinently, why 
modern sculpture, the representation 
of the type, is employed so often in 
portraiture, which seems so pre- 
eminently the representation of the 
individual.

Sculpture has perfection 
of form, and has no need to call any 
other art to its aid. 

The sculptor, working so surely 
and subtly toward the delineation of 
character, is a portraitist always. 
Sometimes unconsciously. When he 
is a conscious portraitist, his studio 
becomes a place of “animated busts, 
a gallery of men and women 80 alert, 
under the restraints of the laws of 
art, that they seem to conform to the 
laws of life itself. 

- ‘This, at any rate, was the im- 
pression I got, a day or two ago, in 
the studio of Julia Bracken Wendt, 
when 1 was greeted by familiar 
faces, grave, gay, lively and serene, 
and came upon a number of néw 
ones. For Mrs. Wendt, a woman of 
poetic !magination, has always been 
interested in human nature, and, of 
course in the individual. quite as 
much as in the type. As I have 
intimated, to the sculptor the in- 
dividual becomes, ultimately, the 
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bearing on this question had been 
said, the friend who visited the 
studio with me remarked that Mrs. 
Wendt's portrait bust of Mr. Perry 
Weidner, on which she was working, 
suggested the type of the statesman, 
while that of Mr. Edward B. Butler 
of Chicago told of the financier.

Wendt is now working on is the bust 
of the late Bishop Conaty, slightly 
larger than life size. It is to be 
carved in marble. The sculptor took 
a death mask of this great and good 
ecclesiastic and it is from this that 
she is working in the modeling of the 
portrait. The face of Bishop Conaty, 
as we all know, had a large nobility 
of form, a serene benignity of ex- 
pression, and this fineness of charac- 
ter the artist has expressed, with the 
added beauty of “type” that, as I 
have said, adheres to portraiture in 
sculpture. 

More difficult of execution, even 
more subtly searching than any I 
have enumerated, is the portrait of 
Mrs. Seeley Mypdd, a feminine type 
of great refinement and delicacy. 
Men are “easier” to get (though 
none is really easy) because of 
greater ruggedness of form and tem- 
perament, and therefore an artist 
has achieved a special triumph when 
he reaches the inner shrine of a 
woman’s soul. This supreme victory 
is Mrs. Wendt’s in the present por | 
trait bust, which has wonderful sen- 
sitiveness of expression. The very 
ruff that rolls outward from the sien- 
der throat is like the silken calyx of 
a delicate flower. The portrait is in 
striking contrast with the small por- 
trait bust of Mr. Jack Wells, a virile 
sketch of much amplitude of lines 
and forms, desnite its miniature size. 

Of Julia Bracken Wendt's recent 
studies for fountains, sconces and 
memorial tablets, as well as a few 
delightfully imaginative figurines, I 
will write in a future article.

Art Club Activities, 

Extending two months longer than 
at first planned, the traveling exhi- 
bition of paintings sent out by the 
California. Art Club has proved to 
be one of the great art successes of 
the year and has created a wide in- 
terest in California art among clubs 
and educational institutions. Plans 
are already completed for a larger 
and better erhibition of paintings to 
be at the disposal of clubs and edu- 
cational] institutions the coming year. 
This new exhibition will be ready t« 
start on its travels the latter part 
of October. It has already been 
“booked” by several large organiza- 
tions, including one in Arizona. 

The present traveling exhibition, 
which has just closed a successful 
showing in the new Boyle Heights 
library building, started on its long 
journey on the first day of last No- 
vember, and has been constantly on 
view since that time, with but one or 
two between exhibits and eight 
days for the holiday season. This 
fine record has been maintained 
despite the fact that the heavy win- 
ter rains made it n to re- 
route entirely the pictures for the 
month of February and change the 
entire programme for that month, as 
many small towns could not he 
reached. 

The exhibition comprises 
paintings of sterling quality. It has 
been shown many clubs and 
schools and in seven public libraries, 
including the branch at Vernon, the 
libraries at Alhambra, Long Beach, 
Fullerton, Boyle Heights, Santa Bar- 
bara and Redondo Beach. In the 
last-named city the pictures were 
shown under the auspices of the 
Redondo Civic Outlook Club. In 
Santa Barbara the exhibition was 
made a community event, the “art 
week,” for which many of the so- 
clety matrons gave up their “at 
homes.” Classes from all the public 
and private schools, from and includ- 
ing the first grade up, visited the 
exhibition for special gallery tours 
given by Miss Alma May Cook, who 
has had entire charge of the work 
for the California Art Club.

This treat- 
ment, together with a short in- 
troductory study of Dante's life 
and character and a detailed ex- 
planation of his conception of heav- 
en and hell, as they serve for the 
stage of the poem's action, make 
the book admirably suited to the 
needs of the student. 

Prof. Fletcher's “Dante” is more 
thoroughly analytical One who 
goes to it without previous study 
of the poet will gain much but miss 
more, and the various aspects of 
the poet treated with scholarly in- 
sight and elaboration. It is shown 
that though the poet, like Chau- 
cer, wrote in the common language 
(when the common language was 
considered vulgar.) as though con- 
sciously differentiating nobility of 
blood in his word texture, explicitly 
differentiated them in his teaching.

Honor for Rupert Brooke.

The Henry Howland me- 
morial prize of $1500, every second 
year awarded by Yale University to 
“the citizen of any country for 
marked distinction in literature, 
fine arts or the science of govern 
ment,” on June 21 was accorded this;

Have you ever heard of a blue 
tiger? No, it. isn’t a game, or a 
drink, or even a swift moving auto- 
mobile.

With the announcement of an au- 
tomatic gear shift as regular equip- 
ment, the Premier Motor Corpora- 
tion of Indianapolis strikes a de- 
cisive blow in behalf of those who 
have deen deterred from “riving 
because of the manual labor, risk 
and inconvenience involved. It has 


been recognized that, after the per- 


fection of the electric starter, the 
next advance would be in the direc- 
tion of hand gear shift elimination, 
but just who would first make the 
change remained to be seen. 

The fact that the Premier Motor 
Corporation was in position to pio- 
neer the magnetic gear shift, will, 
in the opinion of sales experts, be a 
deciding factor in the success of the 
new organization.
